Reports Heard 

Reports of the directors of the 
various activities sponsored by the 
Association occupied the greater 
part of the lengthy meeting.

A re¬ 
view of junior baseball activitise 
was also given oy Mr. fcranston 
and Gordon Clayton reported on 
hockey. Efforts are stilt being made 
to secure the services of a fancy 
skating instructor this winter and 
a report on this matter was given 
by &oss Walker. 

The report of the membership

Pherson, showed that there were 
57 individual members, three or¬ 
ganizations had paid their mem¬ 
bership fees.

Funeral services for Willard 
Meeks Snow, who passed away at 
his home, Sunday, November 16th, 
were held from Christenson's Fun¬ 
eral Chapel. Lethbridge, on Wed¬ 
nesday, at 2:30. Bishop Golden 
Snow of the Church of the Latter 
Day Saints, a cousin, conducted 
the service. 

Born at Bicknell, Utah, Feb¬ 
ruary 4th, 1882, Mr. Snow came 
with members of his family, to 
Canada in 19y3, where they settled 
near Rayrhond. A year later Mr. 
Snow took up homestead land 
north of the present site of Vulcan, 
where he had continued to live 
e\er since. He returned to his nat¬ 
ive’ Utah in 1909, where he was 
married at Mantl, to Maude Wil¬ 
liams, on January 6th. 

He leaves to mourn him his 
W’ife at home; four sons.

it is indeed a pleasure to say in a 

few words the extent of the hos¬ 
pitality that was shown us by 
those most wonderful people of 
that great prairie province. 

Leaving the States through 
Idaho at Kingsgate, we went up 
British Columbia to Radium Hot 
Springs and over the pass into 
Banff, then'on to Calgary. From 
there we went south to. the town 
of Vulcan where we purchased 
our hunting licenses in the hard¬ 
ware store across the street from 
the R & S Motors. It was there 
we first met with this hospitality. 
Being total strangers in those 
parts, we asked as to the likely 
hunting spots. He referred us to 
Mr. A. G. Saxby and Clarence Rob¬ 
inson. the proprietors of a large 
garage and'the Dodge agency of 
Vulcan. To. say these men extend¬ 
ed themselves far beyond any ex¬ 
pectancy to make our hunting 
trip a pleasant one would be put¬ 
ting it mildly. We found when we 
got there that automatic shotguns 
were not lllowed. As two of us 
had this type of gUn. ^he situation 
looked barf, but not for long, as 
our friends soon had more shot¬ 
guns that we could use. -They 
spent days of their time taking us 
hunting, nnd when they couldn’t 
go, they had the Mayor of Vulcan. 
Dyce Allan, a grat\d fellow you 
would all love to know, go with us. 

I could go <^n telling of the won¬ 
derful way they entertained us. 
hut I wish to say something of the 
duck situation as we found it. 

They have had a considerable 
amount of rain on the prairie this 
year so there were many small 
lakes and pot holes, all of which 
were literally alive with ducks, 
most of which had been hatched 
there as the northern ducks were 
no t down yet. Geese were also 
present in great numbers. 

We were told that one of the 
mistakes of Ducks *Vnlimited in 
making their count this year was 
that they made their count in the 
northern country and did not take 
into consideration the millions that 
were hatched in the Prairie Prov¬ 
ince. In contrast to our possesssion 
limit in the States of 8 ducks. Can¬ 
ada's is 56. we may possess two 
geese plus three snow geese, while 
in Canada the possession limit is

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VETERAN EDITOR RETIRES 

CAM HODSON, who has been editor ami publisher 
/ of the Okotoks Review since 1906- has been 
obliged through ill health to dispose of his business. 
He has sold his newspaper to Chas. A. Clark of the 
High River Times, and the sincere wish of his num¬ 
erous friends is that this release from off.ee ties may 
go far in restoring his health. It was particularly 
fitting that, at last meeting of the Alberta branch 
of Canadian Weekly Newspapers he was presented 
with a life membership in the Association, in appre¬ 
ciation of h s long and honorable connection with the 
newspaper world. Other veteran editors similarly 
honored, were Charles Clark Sr., and Mr, Horton of 
tho Vegreville Observer. 

- For the past forty-one years Mr. Hodson’s life and 
personality have been interwoven with the lives and 
interests of people of the Okotoks district. And it is 
expected that for many more years this happy rela¬ 
tionship will continue. He js friend to evlery man, 
woman and child for many miles round the town of 
Okotoks. 

The list of his activities indicate how wholeheart¬ 
edly he has become a part of the distirct of his 
adoption. He served for thiity years on the Okotoks 
council and for six years was Mayor of the town. He 
is honorary president of the Red Cross, patron of 


the curling club, and during war years held innum¬ 
erable offices in connection with various types of 
v ar work. He has found tremendous satisfaction in 
the interweaving of town and country life, and his 
regard for the rural people is summed up in his con¬ 
viction that the farm element is the backbone of our 
moral and religious civil zation. His lodge affilia- 
t'ons sound like a full time occupation in themselves, 
and to say he is altogether a king-pucof his com¬ 
munity sounds almost like understatement. 

Vet. in spite of all these manifold enthusiasms 
which have contributed to the education of life, he 
has always taken time for reading and quiet medita¬ 
tion. He likes to “sort things out,” and his conclus- 
ior.s on the art of living are worth remembering. 
Speaking of the newspaper field he says: “One of 
the richest experiences of newspaper life is the op¬ 
portunity to meet and know human beings on a sim¬ 
ple homely basis. This should develop tolerance. 
There are so many angles bearing on human joys 
and woas, so many, reasons and motives. An editor 
receives many confidences, and the vital thing is to 
respect such confidences and never betray those who 
trust you.” 

Touching on a newspaper ideal he says: “I think 
it is the policy of almost all weekly editors not to 
launch into print w i th li ttle l oc a l co n troversies, Qnce 
a thing gets into cold print it assumes importance 
th'it rarely exists. So long as such little flurries can 
te kept to the heat of a meeting, or verbal clash, 
they are soon forgotten. One learns in time to be 
very cautious with the printed word, even though it 
means sacrifice of a good story. A small paper is 
in the happy position of being free t6 choose what 
it will print.” 

And the happiness and good life which he has 
found in his chosen town of Okotoks is summed up 
when he says: “You can make your life in a small 
town just what you like. If you walk as a frienil, 
you find a friend. You can find everything worth¬ 
while or nothing worth while. 1 have found every¬ 
thing worth while." 

No wonder Mr. Hodsou’s friends are legion, not 
only in his 'community, but all across Canada in and 
out of his newspaper associations. With his new 
leisure may come time to enjoy more tully all the#, 
good friend s hip s wh.ch aie the fruits ot the years.

The ' Marshall plan if it goes 
through calls for about 114 billion 
dollars to be spent in the next six 
months to 're-establish Europe; 
GOO million to fill immediate emer¬ 
gencies and a total of 7V4 billion 
in the next, year and a half. U.S. 
Secretary Marshall’s plan, to come 
before Congress, is regarded as the 
best means of preventing economic 
cqjlapse if it can be made effective 
quickly. 

America alone cannot provide 
sufficient goods without creating 
domestic shortages, but if Canada 
can come-through with its resour¬ 
ces, it is said this will prevent fur¬ 
ther inflation prices in United 
States. This might also relieve 
shortage of U.S. dollars in Can¬ 
ada. 

Canada is expected to ask Unit¬ 
ed States , for a much more far- 
reaching treaty arrangement than ■ 
now exists.-—-:- 

Canada is concerned in the Mar¬ 
shall proposals, and Is expected to 
be a contributor in the aid to Eur¬ 
ope, which must be organized on a 
grand scale to do any good. 

Predictions are that sacrifices of 
a substantial nature will be ex¬ 
pected of Canadians if this coun¬ 
try is to do its part in the Mar¬ 
shall scheme. 

TVs is true, but Canadians are be¬ 
ginning to see that more patience 
is required with the British gov¬ 
ernment which in its soaring im¬ 
perialism is always ready to sac¬ 
rifice colonial interests to an im¬ 
portant foreign power. Canadians 
understand the ways of Americans 
and can drive a hard bargain if 
left to themselves. .

I fed you with milk, not with meat; for ye were 
not able to bear it: nay, not even now nre ye able; for ye are 
yet carnal: for whereas there is among you Jealousy and strife, 
are ye not carnal, and do ye not walk after the manner of men? 
For when one saith, I am of Paul: and another, I am of Apolles; 
are ye not men?” *
